Findings of the weapons evalu- 
ation group have been turned 
over to the joint chiefs and to 
Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son. Whether they constitute 
blanket indorsement of Air Force 
claims for the B-36 could not be 
ascertained, but at least they 
have given the green light for 
continuation and expansion of the 
B-36 program. 

Air Force officials said some of 
the new planes to be purchased

MILITARY IN TOKYO 
SEES PERIL IN U.S. 
FORMOSA POLICY 


Officials Say Island in 

Red Hands Would 
’ Cripple Outer Air De- 
fense in Case of War. 


By RUSSELL BRINES 

TOKYO, Jan. 7 (AP)}—The con- 
sensus of United States military 
officials out here is that Formosa 
is doomed to Red conquest, now 
that the United States has de- 
cided to remain aloof. They say 
Communist occupation of that 


island off the southeast China 
coast may have grave conse- 


quences for the United States. 
Here’s why: 

The outer United States defense 
line in the Pacific is a string of 
air bases. The line runs from 
Alaska to Japan and on south- 
ward to Okinawa and the Philip- 
pines. 

Strategy in Event of War. 

Suppose war should come with 
Russia. Fast fighter planes from 
Alaska and possibly Japan would 
be expected to intercept bombers 


rom Siberia heading for the 
United States. 

The Russians are known to have 
new air fields in eastern Siberia, 
on Kamchatka peninsula north- 
east of Japan, and on Sakhalin 
and the Kurile islands at Japan's 
doorstep. American bombers from 
Japan and Okinawa could strike 
at these military targets in 
Siberia as well as at’ key indus- 
trial centers. 

Air power in the Philippines 
could cover the vast stretches of 
southeast Asia, should the Chi- 
nese Communists start trouble 
there. 

This strategy presupposes a 
neutral or friendly Formosa. It 
is 350 miles from Formosa to 
Okinawa. It is a little farther 
from Formosa to Clark field. the 
American base in the northern 
Philippines. 

In the hands of a competent 
air power — Russia, not the 
Chinese Communists — Formosa 
would be a bludgeon against both 
Okinawa and Clark field. The 
Japanese built many good air 
fields on Formosa (Formosa was 
in Japanese hands from 1895 un- 
til the end of World War II.) 

To be sure, Formosa could be 
hit from Okinawa and Clark 
field. The decision would depend 
on who had the most force avail- 
able at the outset of hostilities. 

For Holding Present Bases. 

Key American officers say the 
United, States air power in the 

westefn Pacific is at minimum 
strength. But they want to hold 
all present bases. The defense 
line forms the American beach- 
head in Asia. 

: The fall of Formosa, it is be- 
lieved here, would be followed 
by a Communist move in south- 
east Asia. Should the Communist 
movement triumph in the United 
State of Indonesia, the outer de- 
fense line of the United States 
would be outflanked. 

One result might be a forced 
withdrawal of the American de- 
fense line eastward to the Aleu- 
tians and Hawaii. In these days 
of aerial warfare this would be— 
as one officer put it—like defend- 
ing “your home from the back 
fence.”

Snow fell also in Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, the 
fall ranging to five inches. 

A new wave of cold air pressed 
toward the flood areas, easing 
somewhat the threat of further 
thawing and flooding. The new 
cold front pressed the mercury 
down to 25 and 30 below zero 
along the Canadian border of 
North Dakota and Minnesota. 

Memphis was locked in the 
worst ice storm to hit the Missis- 
sippi river town of 350,000 in 17 
years.

The charges were discussed last 
night by President William Stein- 
berg of the American Radio Asso- 
ciation.

“When this course of conduct

form of state tax return blanks 
for 1949 income, to approximate-

Failure to receiye a blank is 
not a waiver of the legal require- 
ment of filing a return. New tax- 
payers, or old ones who did not 
receive a blank by mail, may ob- 
tain one at any bank. 

Individual returns must be 
filed by March 31 and the tax 
due becomes delinquent on the 
following day, April 1. Corpora- 
tions or firms operating under a 
fiscal year differing from _ the 
calendar year must file returns 
within 90 days after the close of 
the fiscal year. 

T. R. Allen, supervisor of the 
income tax unit of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue, pointed out 
that a new act passed by the 
1949 Legislature abolished the 
former privilege of paying state 
intome taxes in four quarterly 
installments. Under the new law 
the tax must be paid in full in 
one payment. 

Interest charges on delinquent 
taxes, formerly 1 per cent a 
month up to a maximum of 10 
per cent, have been reduced to 
one-half per cent a month with 
a maximum of 6 per cent. e 

Penalties for failure to file a 
return are 5 per ceht of the tax, 
for each month of failure to file, 
with a maxifnum of 25 per cent, 
rif the failure was due to neglect.

Say Present Charges of Rail- 
way Agency Fail to 
Cover Expenses. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
Two Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission examiners have recom- 


mended a 10 per cent rate in- 
crease on the bulk of business 
handled by the Railway Express 
Agency. 
Examiners Samuel R. Diamond- 
son and Charlies W. Berry said 
yesterday that hearings they held 
last fall “clearly show the express 
agency’s revenues are inadequate 
to meet the increased cost of op-| 
ration and taxes and to make rea- 
sonable: payments to the railroads 
for the facilities furnished and 
the services rendered by them.” 
They added that prospects were 
not bright for any substantial in- 
crease in express volume “so 
long as parcel post rates are 
maintained at their present’ lev- 
els considerably below the cost 
of service.” 
Diamondson and Berry said that 
even if the express agency could 
pick up a great deal more busi- 
ness, it would still fall more than 
$70,000,000 a year short of meet- 
ing costs with present rates and 
level of expense. 
The agency applied to-the ICC 
last June for permission to ad- 
vance by 10 per cent the rates 
on general merchandise moving 
in less-than-carload quantity, and 
on second class express covering 
food and drink. These two cate- 
gories account for most of the 
express volume. 
If the ICC follows the exam- 
iners’ recommendation it would 
be the fourth postwar increase 
granted the company.

An underlying difficulty is that while Mis- 
souri has passed a law to protect the public 
against crippling utility strikes, it has not guar- 
anteed utility workers that their wage and work- 
ing conditions will be regularly reviewed. On 


this, the Post-Dispatch has said: 

If the right to strike is taken away from 
utility employes, then these employes should 
be placed in a special status. Their wages 
and working conditions should be under re- 
view. more or less continuously, so that 

' aggravated injustices will not be allowed to 
put them at a disadvantage in terms of other 
workers whose right to strike is not taken 

away. , 

The danger of this strike has hung over the 
six states in the Southwestern Bell system long 
enough, It is time to agree on a civilized method 
to settle the points at issue. Whether by volun- 
tary means or compulsory, whether on the broad 
basis propesed by the Governors or on the nar- 
rower scale of the King-Thompson Act, let it 
be by arbitration. 

Should it be the latter, let the telephone 
company and the State of Missouri both pre- 
pare themselves to see that the workers get a 
square deal, If the King-Thompson Act is to’ be 
used, it must be used fairly.

It is 
much less important that she be tried on this 
related charge than that the Department of 
Justice be required to observe the law which 
forbids the use of wire tapping in federal prose- 
cutions. The FBI’s admission that it assigned

The great Justice Holmes once called wire- 
tapping “ag dirty business.” Justice Brandeis 
likened it to opening up a person’s mail. It is

The others do not even 
have A-bombs of their own to use in the event 
that atomic warfare is unleashed. That is why 
they have’ been so pathetically anxious to keep 
the UN commission in being and at work. 

They so voted once more at the last session of 
the General Assembly. It must have been as 
apparent to them as to the State Department 
that the commission was not getting anywhere. 
Still, the commission ‘is their only device for 
dealing with the A-bomb.

Act of Blessed Mercy 


True fortitude is seen in great exploits 
that justice warrants and wisdom guides. 
Dr. Sander was well aware of the dire 
repercussions his:action might entail. Yet 
he mercifully gave peace to his patient. 

I have watched three loved ones and a 
dear friend die slowly and horribly of can- 
cer. I saw their flesh turn yellow and 
shrivel into a hanging mass of vicious 
sickly design. I watched the light of rea- 
son die in their eyes and a haunting mad- 
ness take its place. I heard their shrieks 
of agony and their desperate plea for 
death when opiates ceased to deaden their 
pain. 

What was done .about it? They, were 
fed vitamins to keep them alive so the 
cancer monster could feed on the few re- 
maining vitals left in their tortured bodies. 

The law calls this an act of mercy and 
a legal procedure! Such # law holds little 
meaning for unfortunates beyond the stage 
of man-made laws. It holds no meaning 
for me, for I watched them die too slowly. 

I am the mother of a doctor and I have 
often heard him decry the methods used 
to keep dying cancer patients alive. But 
the law says it is a crime to perform a 
mercy death, so they are kept alive to suaf- 
fer pain beyond description. I am quite 
certain that all doctors are holding their 
opinions in reserve as to Dr, Sander’s act, 
and silently applauded the courage they 
themselves lacked in similar cases. 

The Bible says, “Blessed are the merci- 
ful, for they shall obtain mercy.” Let the 
law-makers take this page and apply it in 
their courtrooms. Justice would indeed be 
done if each juror called in the Sander 
ease had some dearly beloved one who 
suffered and died of cancer. The verdict 


would be: “Not guilty, Your Honor!”

Magic in Devonshire 
GENTIAN HILL, by Elizabeth Goudge. (Coward- 
McCann, 402 pqs., $3.50.)

A fairy story 400 pages long and prob- 
ably too short at that to satisfy Elizabeth 
Goudge’s large, happy public is unfolded 
in “Gentian Hill.” It is completely in- 
credible, even when accepted in the spirit 
of far-away and long ago, but it is also 
rich in legend and love and a beautiful 
passion for setting things right. This exer- 
cise of magic is the fiction writer’s prerog- 
ative and I have never been able to under- 
stand why it is so often severely criticized. 
Miss Goudge, who may or may not be 
lonely and afraid, manages through her 
books to speak directly to many» readers 
who are both fearful and alone: if for only 
a few hours she can quiet their panic with 
dreams, surely she has reason to be proud. 

This, her eighteenth book, has in it the 
echoes of war, since it is set in the time 
of conflict between England and France, 
when Lord Nelson was one country’s hero 
and Napoleon Bonaparte the other’s. But 
there is little of bat- 
tles and blood in the 
story and much 
goodness, faith and 
love.

security and shield 
her from harm, 
Stella is an extra- 
ordinary little girl,

Elizabeth Goudge heart,” the good 
Doctor Crane. who gives her lessons, 
knows. Sensitive to every soul’s hidden 
anguish, she is never really a child, save 
in years, arid all her contacts are with 
adults. 

Excepting only Mr. Midshipman Apn- 
thony Louis Mary O’Connell, who is 
neither child nor adult, but like herself an 
orphan and a lad sorely in need of com- 
passion and understanding when he de- 
serts his ship. He finds all that he needs: 
a father in the doctor. a friend in the 
abbe, and in Stella, his wife-to-be. These 
two young creatures, beautiful, pathetic, 
and so greatly at the mercy of fate, are 
truly the wards of heaven in that a guard- 
ian angel awaits them at every turn. The 
abbe’s story should not be revealed here, 
but, patently as it is contrived, it is in 
keeping. And with it the charming legend 
of the ruined Catholic: chapel set high 
above the Protestant village.

LUSTRON FILES 
NEW FINANCE PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
The Lustron Corporation has 
filed a reorganization plan by. 
which it hopes to stave off fore- 
closure on $22,000,000 of overdue 
Government loans. 

Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration officials said yesterday 
they will study the plan care- 
fully before discussing any of its 
details publicly. They said there 
would be no action before Mon- 
day “and probably it will be later 
than that.” 

Lustron is a_ prefabricated 
housing venture, started in Co- 
lumbus, O., by Carl G. Strand- 
lund with $37,500,000 borrowed 
from the Government and $1000 
of his own capital. The RFC says 

22,000,000 of the loans are “in 

efault.” 

RFC officials said there has 
been no change in the lending 
agency’s view that Strandlund’s 
new plan “had better be good.” 
The agency had given Strandlund 
until nightfall yesterday to sub- 
mit a plan for stabilizing the com- 
pany’s finances, with foreclosure 
as the alternative. 

The RFC said Strandlund must 
quit borrowing federal money, 
seek needed capital from private 
investors, and give the agency 
reason to believe that some day 
he can pay what he already owes 
the Government. 

The reorganization plan was de- 
livered about an hour before ex- 
piration of the deadline.

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The story was attributed to 
white-haired William Thomas, 58- 
year-old night watchman at the 
auto union headquarters. 

Nervous and shaky, Thomas ad- 
mitted last night that his story 
was a hoax, according to Detec- 
tive Inspector Joseph Krug. 

Thomas, a co-finder of a dyna- 
mite bomb at the U.A.W. thhead- 
quarters the night of Dec. 20, 
earlier had given police a lurid 
account of being kidnaped and 
trussed up by two men. 

With rope marks on his neck 
and wrists, he was found soaked 
from. a wet snow at the gate of 
the Henry Ford estate in subur- 
ban Dearborn early yesterday. He 
said he had been seized on a 
downtown Detroit street by two 
unidentified- men. A-rope was 
yanked around his neck and he 
“blacked out,” he said. That was 
all he could remember. 

But last night, following hos- 
pital treatment and 13 hours of 
questioning at police headquar- 
ters, Thomas admitted his story 
was false, Krug said. 

According to Krug, the middle- 
aged union employe pictured 
himself as having brooded ever 
since the bomb plot disclosure. 

“I wanted to commit suicide, 
but I couldn’t go through with 
it,” Krug reported Thomas said. 

Thomas was said to have tied 
the ropes himself around his neck, 
legs and wrists. 

It was a pitiable account, as 
police gave it. 

“I wanted to kill myself be- 
cause people were saying behind 
my back that I set the bomb,” 
Krug quoted Thomas as saying. 
“I'm in a bad mental state.” 

The FBI and police still are 
trying to find clues to the myster- 
ious bomb incident. 

The union made no comment 
on the case of the night watch- 
man. 

Thomas meanwhile was held 
under a technical charge of 
falsely reporting a felony. 

He was questioned about the 
campaign of violence aimed at 
the UAW. 

Detectives said despite the 
charge against Thomas that they 
were mainly interested in finding 
out whether he had “definite 
knowledge” of acts of violence 
against the union. There have 
been two attempted assassinations 
of union officers. Walter Reu- 
ther, union president, was shot 
and badly wounded April 20, 1948; 
His brother, Victor, union educa- 
tion director, was shot and wound- 
ed seriously last May 24,

LaBuy on charges of mail fraud 
and conspiracy in connection with 
operations of the company that 
failed to mass produce a rear- 
engine automobile. * 

Previous witnesses for the Gov- 
ernment have testified that Tuck- 
er and his associates disposed of 
$28,000,000 collected from inves- 
tors and through the sale of fran- 
chises and accessories for the pro- 
posed new car. 

The length of employment cov- 
ered varied but in the case of 
Preston Tucker, the president, it 
was for more than two years— 
from ‘some time in 1946 to the, 
end of. 1948. 

Joseph Turnbull of Boston, an 
accountant for the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, testified 
yesterday.

NEW JERUSALEM 
PLAN LIMITING U.N. 
ROLE IS DRAWN UP 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. J., Jan. 7 
(AP)—A new plan sharply limit- 
ing the authority of the United 


Nations in Jerusalem, will be of- 
fered as a substitute for the con- 
troversial General Assembly reso- 
lution making Jerusalem a com- 
plete international territory. 
The new proposal has been 
drawn up by Roger Garreau of 
France, president of the U.N. 
Trusteeship Council, in co-opera- 
tion with Dr. Ralph J. Bunche 
wihto was the U.N.’s acting media- 
tor in Palestine. It will be sub- 
mitted for discussion when the 
Trusteeship Council meets in 
Geneva Jan. 19. | 

It differs only in a few details 
from the recommendations of the 
U.N. Palestine Conciliation Com- 
mission. These were rejected by 
Hashemite Jordan and Israel 
which control the city and there 
is no reason to believe they will 
be more agreeable now. The Gen- 
eral Assembly itself also voted 
down the recommendations, which 
had the support of the United 
States and France. 

The proposal calls for physical 
control by the U.N. only of the 
actual holy places sacred to Chris- 
tians and Jews. The rest of the 
city would be divided tween 
Jordan and Israel roughly along 
the present armistice line. The 
two parts would have a common 
currency, public services and po- 
lice under the control of a U.N.

Spicy Pot Roast 

4 ds lean beef (chuck or 
round), 1 tablespoon salt, 1 medi- 
um-gized onion, sliced’ 2 bay 
leaves, 4% cup sugar, 1 cup vine- 
gar, % cup tomato catsup, 2 
tablespoons flour. 

Wipe meat with damp cloth and 
place in a bowl. Combine remain- 
ing ingredients, except flour, and 
pour over meat. Cover and let 
stand an hour or more, turning 
several times. Drain meat, reserv- 
ing liquor, and brown meat on 
all sides in a ‘small amount of 
fat. Add spiced liquor, cover and 
cook slowly for two hours until 
meat is tender. Thicken* sauce 
with flour mixed to a paste with 
water, Serve on hot platter with 
potato pancakes. Yield: 6 gener- 
ous servings, 


Potate Pancakes 
2 eups grated raw potato; 2 
eggs, well beaten; 1 teaspoon 
onion juice, 14% teaspoons salt,

Place grated potatoes in sieve

North had a good hand, but 
not good enough to justify his 
bidding! Indeed, it was doubtful 
that he should have cue-bid dia- 
monds on the first round, before 
mentioning his long club svit; 
and, having elected to make this 
early cue bid, he was certainly 
gilding the lily when he repeated 
the cue bid at his next turn! This 
was especially true because of 
South's message, via his redouble 
of three diamonds, that he had 
high values in the diamond suit 
himself, where they would be al- 
most worthless. 

However, from North’s point of 
view, the result justified his en- 
tire bidding! 

West opened the diamond king. 
South won this with the ace, dis- 
carding a spade from dummy— 
and then had to niap his play. A 
count of potential tricks revealed 
that a straight cross-ruff was 
hopeless. So, obviously, dummy’s 
club suit would have to be'set up. 
The enly question was: How? 

South could, of course, cash the 
club ace, ruff a club, go back 
with a trump, ruff another club— 


and hope that by this time the 
missing clubs would have fallen. 
But this plan would require a 3-3 
break of the suit—and South 
knew that the odds against that 
break were roughly 2 to 1, 

It was, however, a 50-50 chance 
that West—quite aside from the 
fact that he had made a bid-—~heid 
the elub king, and, by finessing 
to the queen, South could make 
the contract against a 42 club 
break — always assuming, of 
course, that trumps were not 
bunched. 

So, at the second trick, South 
took the club finesse, and when 
it worked, he was on the road to 
victory. He ruffed a low club, 
returned to dummy witht a trump, 
ruffed another club, then cashed 
the trump ace. He ruffed a dia- 
mond to reach dummy, drew 
East’s remaining trump, and ran
